Jesse J. Felchlin, 19 years old, confessed Monday that he was 
the writer of a threatening letter demanding $2000 from Mrs. Vir- 
ginia B. Wright of 33 Westmoreland place, whose son, Thurston

is to be married in Pittsburg Monday afternoon to Miss 


Virgina Frew, daughter of a steel multimillionaire. 


“It will cost the life of one who !s 
dearest to you,’’ wrote the youth, in 
warning Mrs. Wright of the -conse- 
quences of failing to send him, by mail, 
the sum he demanded. Mrs. Wright is 
the mother of Mrs. George W. Simmons 
and of Mrs. Charles Parsons Pettus, 
two of the wealthiest young matrons 
in St. Louis society. Thomas H. Wright. 


a clubman of the most exclusive set, 
is her elder son. 

All the members of the family are now 
in Pittsburg, Mrs. Wright and Thomas 
Wright having left St. Louis last Wed- 
nesday and her daughters and their 
husbands two days earlier.

Refusing to tell why she wished to 
die, Miss Maud Carmean, 15 years old, 
smiled faintly as her sister bent over 
her after she had taken carbolic acid 


at her home in Wreenwood Sunday aft- 
ernoon, and murmured in response to 
questions only the one word—‘‘Because.” 
She died shortly afterward. 

After dinner at the home of her fa- 
ther, Raymond Carmean, a landscape 
gardener at 3308 Commonwealth avenue, 
she left the house for a time. When 
she returned to the room occupied by 
herself and her sister, Cora. She drank 
two ounces of carbglic acid. 

Cora heard the glass fall to the floor 
and ran in. Maud’s mouth was stained 
by the acid and Cora saw at a glance 
what the sister had done. 

‘‘Maud,’’ she cried, ‘‘why did you do 
this?"’ 5 

A faint smile flitted through the eyes 
of the dying gir). 

“O, just because,” she said feebly. 

Dr.. Herman H. Wehrs of 7415 Com- 
monwealth avenue was called in and en- 
deavored to save the girl. She tried to 
prevent the physician from administer- 
ing an antidote. 

She lived only a short time after 
drinking the acid and died shortly ifter 
4p. m. 
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At the time Young was killed Mohrle 


lived with his wife and child on North 
Eighteenth street. His coal yard was 
at 822 North Twenty-first street. He 
moved to the 2300 block on Sullivan ave- 
nue, as, he and his wife both sald, men 
could be seen at all hours of the day 
and night, peering about his house. 

When he moved to the Sullivan ave- 
nue address the moving van was fol- 
lowed by a man who had been convicted 
of election frauds. Mohrie told friends 
that he asked this man what he wanted 
and the man slunk away without re- 
plying. 

Mohrile said in an interview given to 
the Post-Dispatch a few days after 
Young was killed, that he was “‘born 
and raised’’ in St. Louls and that he 
wouldn't leave his native town ‘‘because 
of any gang.” 

Mrs. Mohrle ved in terror and said 
she expected almost any hour to fre- 
celve word that the threats of the gang 
had been put into execution and that 
she was a widow. 

The coal yard on Twenty-first street 
has been bought by John C. McCuaig 
since Young was shot while clamoring at 
its gate. Mohrle told a friend on the 
Street not many days. before his death 
that he didn’t think it would be wies or 
safe ever to attempt to open it again. 

Sam Young, was shot and killed at 
Mohrie‘s coal yard, 822 North Twenty- 
first street, Sunday Afternoon, April 4. 
When Mohrle shot him, Young, with 
two companions, was at the coal yard 
gate, asking to be admitted. Severa! 
men were pitching quoits in the yard 
Mohrle said Young had threatened him 
befere and that the constable, when he 
raised his head above the gate had a 
blue steel pistol in his hand.

his," Mohrie declared, ‘and I shot 
through the gate at the point where 
I had seen him a moment before.” 

Mohrie’s companions, Thomas O'Brien 
of 1104 Carr street and Joseph Byrnes, of 
2129 Lucas, told the police that they did 
not know even that Mohrie and Young 
were unfriendly and that they had gone 
to the coal yard at Young's suggestion 
to get beer. 

When Mohrle and William Wright 
opened fire on the men at the gate, 
O’Brien and Byrnes ran. Young stag- 
gered after them through an area way. 
He fell dead on the sidewalk a few 
feet from the mouth of the passage. 

When policemen reached the scene 
they found, clasped in Young’s hand 
bent underneath the body, a blue stee! 
revolver. 


News of Young's death was received | 


with cheers at a Republican meeting 
at Fraternal Hall, Eleventh street and 
Franklin avenue a few minutes after 
the tragedy. 

At the inquest Mince and Wright 
were held to the grand jury under com- 
mon laws bonds. Both men gave bond. 
They were indicted later in second de- 
gree murder charges. 

There were more than 300 cedblanee at 
Young’s funergl and many poor women 
living on the levee, whom he had be- 
friended in time of need, walked to his 
home on Eighteenth street between 
Wash and Carr streets, because they 
did not have car fare yet wanted to 
show their grief and gratitude. A big 
St. Loulg Transfer Co. truck was re- 
quired to carry the floral offerings to 
the cemetery.

After a 28-hours’ battle with muddy 
roads between Chicago and St. Louis 


two little Ford runabouts, leaders in the 
ocean-to-ocean automobile race for the 
$5000 trophy offered by M. Robert Gug- 
genheim, arrived at the Jefferson Hotel 
at 6:55 a. m. Monday. 

The drivers were covered with mud 
from head to foot. The machines were 
sent at once to the local Ford agency 
to be cleaned, oiled and tightened up for 
the next lap of the journey, which is 
from St. Leuls to Kansas City. 

The big 75-horsepower Aome car, and 
the 50-horsepower Shawmut car, which 
left Chicago at 1 p. m. Sunday, are ex- 
pected to reach 8t. Louis about noon. 
J. H. Gerrie of New York, who is in 
charge of the race for the Automobile 
Club of America, left the Acme car at 
McLean, Ill., and took a train for St. 
Louis. He arrived here just as the two 
Fords were checking in at the Jefferson 
Hotel. 

Mr. Gerrie said the roads between 
Chicagu and St. Louis were in a fright- 
ful condition, and that the drivers had 
to spend much time dragging the auto- 
mobiles eut of mudholes. The Acme got 
stuck jn a mudhole near McLean just 
before midnight, and it took the drivers 
more than an hour to get it out. The 
Ford runabouts, which are light 15-horse- 
power machines, got through the mud- 
holes in half an hour.

Kneels in Moonlight. 

At ll p. m. a neighbor woman saw 
her at a window. She was in her night 
dress and kneeling at the sill, her face 
upturned in the moonlight. For half 
an hour she knelt there, motionless, in 
a reverie of grief. Then the window was 
drawn down and she disappeared to 
prepare for death. 

Her aged father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred Kaiser, were asleep down- 
stairs and knew nothing of the tragedy 
on the second floor. Nicholas Glaes- 
ser, her brother-in-law, slept in a hall 
bedroom uear the room occupied by 
Mrs. Glavusser and the children. 

Shortly after 9 a. m. Sunday Kaiser 
and Nicholas Glaesser went up to 
waken the mother and children. They 
knocked, but there was no answer. The 
door of the bedroom was not locked 
and the men opened it. A rush of gas 
almost everpowered them. They made 
their way into the room, however, threw 
the windows open and shut off the gas. 


Boy Struggled Across Room. 

The body of Mrs. Glaesser lay in the 
bed. Arnette, the daughter, lay dead in 
a child’s bed on the opposiet side of the 
room. And John Jr., as though he had 
been awakened by the ordor of gas 
and had staggered acress the room to 
call hig mother, lay half under his 
mother’s bed, dead like the others. 

The bedies were carried downstairs 
and Dr. Albert Beisbarth of 2628 South 
Eighteenth street was summoned. The 
physician said the mother and children 
had been dead for five hours. 

When news of Mrs. Glaesser’s act 
reached Jordan he sent word to the po- 
lice to release Glaesser. Nicholas Glaes- 
ser, a brother of the prisoner, accem- 
panied him frem the Central District 
Police Station. Glaesser was toid that 
his wife had attempted suicide and that 
she was in a critical condition. To pre- 
vent his going to the house, he was 
told that his father-in-law had threat- 
ened to snoot him if he appeared there, 

Tries to Get Revolver. 

Glaesser was taken by his brether 
te the home of a friend on Arsenal 
street, near Thirteenth street, not far 
from his own home. He was kept there 
all afternoon and evening, his brether 
not leaving him at all, as he had threat- 
ened to take his own life. 

However, about midnight Nicholas 
Glaesser went to the Kaiser home for 
a few minutes and found his brother 
at the gate when he returned. Glaes- 
ser was offering a boy 50 cents to go 
to his home for his revolver. Nicholas 
induced him to go back inte the house 
and notified the police. Glaesser was 
sent to the City Hospital and placed in 
the observation ward. 

He said many times, “‘The minute I 
get out of here, I’m going myseif. I’m 
going to join my family—I’m going to 
join my family.” 

Physicians at the hospital said that, 
while Glaesser was not actually de- 
mented, he was in a state of nervous 
excitement that would make him almost 
as irresponsible as a crazed person. 

Glaesser is 41 years old. His marriage 
to Martha Kaiser 10 years ago was op- 
posed by her parents. Until last fall 
Glaesser was a collector for a German 
newspaper. In January he went to work 
for the Barthels Cigar Co. 


Confes<esn Spending Mone 
Three months ago he confesse ‘to his 


father-in-law, who is a brewery worker 
for the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Asso- 
clation, that he had spent $2000 which 
was in his keeping as administrator and 
which belonged to his nephew, Otto, who 
is in the navy. 

Kaiser placed a mortgage for $1500 
on his home and obtained $500 from 
George Otto, a grocer at Ninth and Wy- 
oming streets. This money is due in 
about two weeks, when Otto Glaesser 
will become of age. 

The family told the police that Mrs. 
Glaesser last week had suggested that 
she and her husband separate, that the 
children be placed in a home and that 
she go to work. What she could save, 
she said, combined with what he could 
lay aside, should be used to settle the 
debt they owed her father. He refused, 
the family said, and insisted that he and 
she and the children continue living 
in the upper rooms of the Kaiser home, 
which they used without paying rent.

I had an expense ac- 
count, but it wasn’t enough to do the 
business I wanted to do, so I spent some 
of the money I collected in that way. 

“I didn't gamble or ‘sport’ with any ou. 
it. It all went to make business for the 
company, and, 1 think, was spent le- 
gitimately. 

“TI was at the store at 4 p. m. Satur- 
day, and Mr. Parthels told me every- 
thing would be all right if I would give 
my note for what had been spent, but 
before I left, his son, Fred Barthels, 
took my sample case away from me.

“I am the one to think of that,’ said 
the girl, “and I am willing to do it.” 

‘‘Never, never,”’ groaned Dodge. 

“You do not count the cost of your 
refusal,"’ said the girl. ‘“When you have 
finished this year in the lowa Peniten- 
tiary you will be taken back to Texas 
to face charges of bigamy. You will 
be given five years, probably, or you 
may be lynched. 

“They are already threatening to hang 
you if you ever set foot in Jasper again. 
But if I say that we were never mar- 
ried, you can be free to return to your 
wife and child here in Des Moines.”

Sheriff Ed Callahan Is Attacked 
by Concealed Enemy 
and Wounded.

Callahan’s li-year-old son 
avenged this by shooting and killing 
Spicer. Callahan's chief, Judge Hargis, 
was shot to death by his son, Beach 
Hargis. 
Callahan Called “Deacon Ed.” 

Ed Callahan, who was kiuown as 
“Deacon Ed,”’ because, with all his feud 
activities, he was a devout church mem 
ber, was one of the leaders in the Har- 
gis-Cockrell feud, which stained Breat- 
hitt with bleed. He was the chief ally 
of Judge James Hargis. He aud Har- 
gis had lumber interests together. 

In 1901 Hargis was elected County 
Judge of Breathitt and Callahan was 
elected Sheriff. Soon after this the 
Hargis-Ceckrell feud was wazed in al’ 
its fury. 

Dr. Cox, Jim Cockrell and J. B. Mar- 
cum were assassinated, Cockrell and 
Marcum being slain from the Court- 
house, with Callahan Sheriff. 

Curt Jett, after being convicted of the 
Marcum murder, made a confcssien in 
which he said that Callahan handed 
him the pistol with which he killed Mar- 
cum. Callahan and Hargis were tried 
on @ charge of complicity, but were 
acquitted.

Mra. Gilbert to Clifford Peabody Smith, 
first reader of the parent church, was 
_made public yesterday on the authority 
-of the Mother Church at Boston, in 
which Mrs. Gilbert seemingly names the 
sum of $5000 as the price of abandon- 
ment of plans hostile to those of the 
Boston leaders. 

. Christian. Scientists yesterday landed 
hard on Mrs. Gilbert and placed that 
recalcitrant sister in a sad position. 
Mrs. Gilbert’s charge concerning Mrs. 
Eddy was flatiy denied upon the au- 
thority of the mother church and her 
accusations of falsehood, trickery and 
fraud against the directors of the 
church were ignored. 

Tells of Overtures. 

While admitting the authenticity of 
the letter to Mr. Smith, Mrs. Gilbert, 
when seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
insisted that it was. written in respense 
to overtures for a financial compro- 
mise made to her by David B. Ogden of 
the Christian Science Publication Com- 
mittee and in the presence of Clifford 
Peabody Smith. 

Undismayed by the action of the Bos- 
ton leaders in apparently seeking to 
place her in the light of a blackmailer, 
Mrs. Gilbert announced that: promises 
of support were pouring in upon her 
from all quarters and that the move- 

ent for the purification of the Chris- 

n Science church would be inaugu- 
_Yated formally within the next few 

days. 

“My letter, which the tricksters at 
Boston now produce against me,” said 
Mrs. Gilbert, ‘“‘was drawn out by their 
own proposition of settlement. 

“In prayer the thought came to me 
that possibly there might be a better 
way than the one I had chosen to the 
only thing I sought, the overthrow of 
fraud in the bogus leadership of our 
faith. But now I realize that the offer 
Was a lure and that I blindly fell into 
the trap.” 

The Letter. 
The letter in question follows: 
PARKER HOUSE, Boston, 
Monday Evening, May 23, 1909.

SUPPOSED LEPER WILL BE 
TAKEN TO NEW YORK CITY 


Health Commissioner Says No 
Official Cognizance Is Given 


to Disease. 

NEW YORK, June 7.—John Early, 
who has been pronounced a leper, is ex- 
pected to arrive in New York this 
week. The health authorities at Wash- 
ington have consented to his removal 
and is assured that he will receive prop- 
er treatment here. Early’s family and 
friends ave insisted all along that he 
cannot be afflicted with leprosy. 

The Skin and Cancer Hospital is wij)- 
ing to receive Early as a patient. The 
expense of removal will be paid by the 
Salvation Army, in which Early was 
furmerly a captain. 

When Early developed the disease 
from which he suffers the Washingtcn 
Roard of Health diagnosed it as lepro- 
sy. He was accordingly removed last 
August to a camp several miles outside 
that city, where he has since remained 
in quarantine. He had been a soldier 
in the Philippines. 

Health Commissioner Darlington, when 
asked if Early might be brought to 
New York, said: “Certainly. he may. 
There is no record of the Spread of lep- 
rosy from any cases in this country. 
The New York Health Department takes 
no cognizance of the disease.” 

For years several lepers were housed 
on South Brother Island in the East 
River as wards of the city, but when- 
even one grew tired of the confinement 
and “escaped” no effort was made to 
find him. ;

ALDRICH PLANS 


President Will Not Bow to 
Senate Oligarchy on Ques- 
tion of Revision,

WASHINGTON, June 7.—President 
Taft will veto the kind of tariff bill 
Senator Aldrich is making. Unless very 
important reductions are made when the 
measure reachessconference, thé Chief

Executive will send the bill back-to the } 


Congress without his approval. 
President Taft will not be directly re- 

sponsible for any authorized etatement, 

but he has expressed himself so clearly 


and forcibly to a few of his friends that 


there need be no doubt as to his atti- 
tude. 

For a time those most interested in a 
persona] way in the career of Mr. Taft 
feared that he would let things drift 
without interference, and when the time 
came for him to act be forced by com- 
mercial and industrial pressure to at- 
tach his signature to a tariff which he 
did not approve. Their anxiety is rap- 
idly passing. 

Taft's Attitude Now Certain, 

They now are assured that he will 
reject @ bill which in its important pro- 
visions he does not approve and which 
will disappoint the country. They are 
convinced that he does not fear the 
business consequences of a veto—that 
the commercial interests will get along 
just as well under the Dingley as under 
a law not materially different from the 
Dingley law. 

There are two things which Mr. Taft 
must consider of vital importance when 
the bill comes to him. First, if there 
is no real revision downward now, the 
country will instruct the congressmen, 
Republican and Democratic, who are 
elected next time, to take it up. It is 
revise now or tackle it again. 

Second, if President Taft surrenders 
abjectly to the Aldrich oligarchy in 
the Senate, the next House surely will 
be Democratic, and Mr. Taft would be 
80 weakened in the West that it would 
make his renomination doubtful. 

The President feels that Mr. Aldrich is 
not only failing to meet the expectations 
of Western Republicans and showing 
no fair respect for the Republican plat- 
form declaration, but, by his methods, is 
making the Senate tariff measure dis- 
trusted and feared by the whole country. 
It is being made perfectly plain to all 
that Aldrich is trying to prevent income 
taxes, and in so doing is trying to keep 
in force or raise the present schedules, 
The people are depending upon Taft to 
prevent Aldrich from getting away with 
any such program. 

When the bill gets to conference the 
President is going to be a little more 
active, without interfering. His views 
will become known ¢c the conferees. It 
is then, that Senator Aldrich expects 
to talk Taft around. It is then that the 
President intends to stand for his con- 
vietions. The President knows that if 
he allows Aldrich to bully and brow- 
beat him into submission, as he has Re- 
publican influences in the Senate, he 
Will suffer materially before the people. 

Insuc Pinin to the People. 

Senator Aldrich thinks the issue will 
not be made plain before the people, but 
Taft knows from his correspondence that 
the issue is plain to the veople now. He 
knows that the motives of the Senators 
who are fighting in the interests of the 
Capitalists to protect them from income 
and inheritance taxes are now under- 
stood by the people of the West. He 
knows that these Senators are trying to 
Pile taxes on the consumers to prevent 
these taxes. He knows that if he lines 
up with the capitalistic group of Sena- 
tors that it will be sail that he Is 
against the progressives who have the 
People of the West with them. 

Mr. Aldrich is mad and in the saddle. 
He proposes riding roughshod over all 
opposition, and is just as ready to deny 


the White House as he is the progres- 
sives. He nes no Lesage wits bmapbe 


& 
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capitalists. He proposes to make all 
suffer who stand for such a program— 
Taft among the rest. He has made 
invulnerable his senatorial leadership 
by his deals for big profits for constit- 
uents of many Senators, and he is ready 
relentlessly to use his great power.

The Indlanapolis won the cup offered 
for the greatest distance by the In- 
dianapolis Merchants’ Association, hav- 
ing approximately 16 miles better than 
the Ohio. She also won the Fisher tro- 
phy for time in the air, having a mar- 
gin of almost two hours ever the Chi- 
cago. The victory of the Indianapolis 
men and their 40;000 cubic feet capacity 
balloon is considered remarkable inas- 
much as they are new at ballooning. 
They started on their flight with but 
five bags of sand, or approximately 250 
pounds of ballast and were lightly pro- 
visioned. They made 235 miles and were 
in the air 19 hours. é 

A message to the Associated Press 
from them says their highest altitude 
of 13,000 feet, approximately two and 
one-half miles.

That the aerial races ta be held here 


in October at the Centennial Celebra- 
tion will be the greatest events of the 
kind in the history of aeronautics, is 


the opinion of the members of the Aero 
Club of St. Louis who have returned 
from Indianapolis where they witnessed 
the start of the national balloon race 
there. 

The St. Louisans went to Indianapolis 
for the twofold purpose of cheering the 
four St. Louis aeronauts in the race ani 
to confer with the prominent aviators 
from the aer> clubs af all the big cities 
who assembled in Indianapolis. Presi- 
dent Dozier held several conferences 
with Allan Hawley, Holland Forbes 
Capt. Baldwin and several other me” 
who are in the front line of American 
navigators of the air. 

“St. Louls made a record for herself,” 
said “Mr. Dozier to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday,” in our big carnival 
here two years ago that has never beep 
equaled and that.impressed the Eastein 
aerenauts wonderfully. On the strength 
of that record they all expect us to do 
big things here in October and for that 
reason I believe we will have very 
important entries in our races. 


Wonderful Strides Made. 

Aerial navigation has taken wonderfu! 
strides since that time and as a fre- 
sult the program we are getting up 
will consist not only of the big balloon 
races but real races between dirigibles 
and aeroplanes. | 

“The New York men told me that the 
Aeronautical Society of New York had 
now 10 of its members working on aero- 
planes and we expect to get several of 
them here. Besides this the Wrights 
are now finishing machines for several 
American sportsmen, and as Wilbur 
Wright teld me that learnifg to run 
one of his machines is not a difficult 
matter, I believe the individuals who 
will own Wright machines in a menth 
or so will be in form in time for our 
races here in October. 

“I learned in Indianapolis that there 
ls a whole raft ef dirigible balloon eper- 
ators in different parts of the country 
who are waiting for just such an oppor- 
tunity to try out their craft as our dir- 
igible race Centennial week wil! offer 
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tennial week mark a new era im aero- 
nautics. 

“I am going to Fort Meyer to witness 
the aeroplane tests of the Wright ma- 
chines there this month and while there 
I will learn definitely whether one of 
the Wrights can come here in October. 
The Wrights told me in New York that 
there was an even chance that they 
would come here in October. If we don’t 
get them we wil try to get one of their 
machines, anyway. Herring wants to 
come out here with his Silver Dart 
and June Bug aeroplanes, but of course 
we want to have a Wright machine here 
above everything else. 

To Bultld Special Dirigible. 

“I talked to Capt. Baldwin in Indian- 
apolis. He is going to build a special 
balloon for the dirigible races. In speak- 
ing of Zeppelin’s wonderful flight, he 
said it was simply a question of money. 
Zeppelin has had enough funds at his 
command to build the gigantic airships 
he makes his trip with. No tnvestment 
of a fraction of the same amount ex- 
pended by Zeppelin has ever been made 
or thought of in the United States. 

It’s hard to understand the apathy of 
the United States Government towards 
aeronatuics. Here, after ¢he Wrights 
have negotiated successfully with the 
foreign governments, the United States 
Government is still to be convinced that 
they really have a capable aerial ma- 
chine. . Before the tests in Fort Meyer 
the Wrights are to be presented with a 
gold medal in Wa:hington. This looks 
like putting the cart before the horse.”

SOME OBJECTIONS ANSWERED. 

The most significant utterance in the free 
bridge discussion of the Commercial Club was 
the remark of Mr. 8. M. Felton that the agitation 
for the free bridge was a vital influence in having 
the arbitraries removed. Mr. Felton is a practi- 
cal railroad manager of recognized ability and 
long experience. He knows whereof he speaks. 
As a vital influence in the elimination of the 
arbitraries the free bridge project is justified. 
All the agitation, the energy, 
work to arouse public sentiment in its favor and 
to put through the charter amendment, was worth 
while. Nothing that has been done for St. Louis 
is of* greater value than the abolition of the 
bridge tolls outside of the 100-mile radius and 
the placing of St. Louis on the railroad map. 

But the results of this work and influence 
must not be lost. They must be made permanent 
and the free bridge influence utilized for more 
concessions, until every remnant of the unjust 
bridge tolls, which made the river a barrier to 
free commerce, is removed. If ti.c agitation for 
the free bridge has done so much, what will the 
bridge itself accomplish? 

It may be granted that the location of the 
Eads Bridge is more advantageous than the free 
bridge location for trolley, wagon and pedestrian 
use at present. It may be gramed that there 
ought to be a free thoroughfare at that point. It 
may be granted that we must have a subway in 
the near future, that it should run to the foot of 
Washington avenue and that the tunnel would be 
a good nucleus for the subway. All of that may 
be gained in time. But the present pressing. ob- 
ject is to carry out the mandate of the people 
for the erection of a municipal bridge for rail- 
roads, trolley lines, wagons and pedestrians. That 
mandate will not be satisfied with a trolley and 
wagon bridge anywhere. 

Granting that a free wagon bridge at Chouteau 
avenue is not as useful now as a free wagon 
bridge at Washington avenue would be, yet it 
would serve a useful purpose. As the city grows 
and new centers of activity are formed there 
will be plenty of use for two wagon bridges. 
The Commercial Club’s own experts admit that 
the Chouteau avenue location is admirable for a 
railroad bridge. It may be possible for the city 
to make such an arrangement with the railroads 
that in return for the use of the municipal rail- 
road bridge they will free the wagon way of the 
Eads Bridge. Competition will tend to accom- 
plish this end. 

The municipal bridge must be built. It must be 
built in conformity to the provisions of the char- 
ter amendment. The only question to be settled 
by the municipal authorities concern the prompt 


of sufficient funds to complete it. Their atten- 
tion should be’ concentrated upon ways and means 
of constructing the bridge, not upon objections to 
its construction.

Not until then 
would the Kaiser, trusting to this new 
ally for victory, dare to throw down the 
gauntlet to his uncle, Edward VII, by 
the grace of God, King of Great Britain 
and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, and 
Emperor of India. 

But it was no part of Wilhelm’s war 
policy to give England two years’ pre- 
paratory knowledge of the menace of 
the Zeppelin sky-battleship. 

The German aerial fleet was ready

richshafen, so confident was Wilhelm of 
Zeppelin’s success. 

Its 24 battleships had been secretly 
built by Wilhelm’s own orders, their 
cost paid from his private purse to pre- 
vent a possible Reichstag discussion 
that might warn England of the new 
erman peril. The busy scene of their 
construction was jealously guarded 
against all danger of discovery. 

This sinister fleet received its sailing 
orders coincidently with the triumphant 
offering of Count Zeppelin’s proof that 
he had conclusively solved the problem 
of aerial navigation. 

It ‘vas on a Monday that this proof 
was -ibmitted. On Tuesday came 
Germany’s declaration of war against 
England.

the prosecuting attorney at Los An- 
geles. A transcript of the testimony 
af the inquest, which was held in the 

@ourthouse here Saturday night, also 
will be sent to the Los Angeles author- 
ities. 

Relatives suspect Mrs. Archer was 
murdered. She left an estate worth 
about $50,000. Mrs. Archer died sudden- 
ly, in convulsions, at her home in Los 
Angeles, Jan. 2 last. The physician who 
attended her stated that she died of 
uremic convulsions following inflamma- 
tion of the kidneys. She was buried at 
Oneida, this State, where she had lived 
many years with her first husband, 
Charles Carleton.

Verdict Is Poisoning. 


Chalmers made a post mortem examin- 
ation and Dr. Franing took the vital 
organs and made a chemical analysis 
of them and their contents. 

The Coroner's inquest was held Satur- 
day evening in the Courthous here. 
The jury was made up of some of .the 
most prominent men in the city, Charles 
S. Harris, a leading attorney, was fore- 
man. The verdict was: 

“We the jury, find that Mrs. Archer 
came to her death by strychnine poison- 
ing: that the poison was administered 
by a person unknown to the jury.”

Daughter Was Suspicious. 


Mrs. Helen Carleton March is a singer, 
having been a soloist in Bishop Cheney's 
Church in Chicago, and later a soloist 
with Brooks’ Band. She made this state- 
ment at her residence today: 

“TI was satisfied that my mother’s 
death should be investigated. Her death 
was totally unexpected, and I know of 
no explanations for it as a natural event. 
She was not subject to bodily ills of any 
and had been in perfect health. 
Two days before she died she wrote me 
to this effect. 

‘‘Her marriage to Mr. Archer was a 
great surprise to me and my sister. 
Mother was in the habit before her mar- 
riage of keeping in close communication 
with us, and she was particularly fond 
of my daughter, Paulina. Since her mar- 
riage, although she seldom complained 
openly, we could read enough between 
the lines to learn that she was not alto- 
gether happy. We did not realize how 
unhappy she must have been until the 
filing of her bill for divorce two weeks 
before she died, brought out the facts.”’ 

Paulina, the pretty 15-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mrs. March, was regarded by Mrs. 
Archer as her heir. 

Mrs. Archer’s estate is said to approx- 
imate $50,000, and to gain undisputed pos- 
session of it Mr. Archer has filed a claim 
that he held it in common with his wife. 


Will Names Daughters. 


The only will of Mrs. Archer that has 
been found names her daughters as her 
heirs. But she named no executor, and 
under the California law, Archer be- 
comes executor, and is entitled to the al- 
lowance of such claims for disburse- 
ments as he may make against the 
property. 

Mr. Carleton was Archer's fourth wife. 
His first died many years ago, his sec- 
ond wife died suddenly; a divorce sepa- 
rated him from his third. Then he re- 
mained unmarried for several years, 
until he met Mrs. Carleton. 

When Mrs. Archer’s body was sent 
to Oneida for burial neither the wid- 
ower nor any of his sons accompanied 
it. 

State’s Attorney Boutelle says proper 
action was taken in exhuming and ex- 
aming Mrs. Archer’s body. He added: 

“In view of the complaint made by 
Mrs. March and of the facts alleged, I 
have co-operated so far as possible with 
the investigation of officials. Further 
than this I am unable to discuss the 
case at this time.’ 

. Detectives from Los Angeles have been 
in Galesburg, keeping in close touch 
with the investigation of Mrs. Arch- 
er’s death. Whom the detectives repre- 
sent is not known positively. 


Husband Calls Story Silly, 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 7.—‘‘Any 
charge that I poisoned my wife is too 
ridiculous to consider,”’ exclaimed Rich- 
ard P. Archer, the aged real. estate 
broker. 

“It is charged in Galesburg that 
strychnine was found in her body,” he 
was told. 

“I don't care what they have found 
nor what they charge me with,” he said 
vehemently. ‘‘There no ground to 
accuse me of killing my wife. ‘The 
refson I did not accompany the body 
back to Illinois for burial is that my 
sons would not permit it. It was winter 
und my health was not good. 

“Mrs. Archer’s daughters, although 
they wil'l get all of the estate except the 
$500 which was bequeathed to me, are 
coubtless responsible for this _ silly 
story.’ 

Archer denies that his wife had be- 
gun suit for divorce. No court record 
has been fofnd to prove such a suit 
was Instituted.

NLLS TEN, SEVEN 
UTHERS MISSING 


MANDEVILLE, La., June 7.—By the 
collapse of a frail wharf here, upon 


which about 65 persons had rushed early 
yesterday evening to board the excursion 
steamer Margaret on her return trip to 
New Orleans, 10 persons are known to 
be dead and a rescue party’ is searching 
for the bodies of seven other persons 
Wwio are missing and whom it is feared 
have been lost. 

All were residents of New Orleans. 
The Margaret did not land at the wharf 
where she was accustomed to tie up. 
Instead, she ran into a dock built es- 
pecially for skiffs and small craft. 

This small wharf was pulled by the 
steamer’s ropes entirely away from the 
main pier and some seventy people went 
into the lake in about eight feet of 
water. 

The cries and shrieks of those precipi- 
tated into the lake were heard all over 
the town and many men rushed to the 
Wharf to join in the heroic work of 
rescue which had been begun. The of- 
ficers and crew of the Margaret res- 
cued many by throwing life preservers.
